He was a 
member of parliament from Tokyo, 
elected by the highest vote cast for 
any candidate. Baroness Ishimoto, 
released from prison but still held 
under technical arrest, stated after 
her release that in her opinion, none 
of the 372, many of whom were her 
personal friends, are Communists. 

Since this mass raid, 40 more have 
been arrested, the greater number 
of whom were professors at various 
Japanese universities.
